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INTRODUCTION. 


T ea Time when Peace is hap- 
A pily eſtabliſhed Abroad, and 
our foreign Affairs are in ſo de- 
firable a Situation ; when our Royal So- 
vereign has been graciouſly pleaſed to 
recommend to his Parliament the Con- 
ſideration of ſalutary Laws at Home, 
and from the Throne to declare his own 
Deſire of concurring in any Meaſures 
that may promote the Welfare of his 
People, it will not ſurely be deemed 
impertinent, to lay before the Publick 
the following Conſiderations, on a Sub- 
ject ſo highly intereſting to themſelves, 
as is the preſent almoſt unpaſſable State 
of the Roads of theſe Kingdoms. A 
Grievance, which has been for many 
Years paſt very juſtly and univerſally 
complained of; — which it is at laſt be- 
come abſolutely neceſſary to be ſeriouſly 
attentive to, — and which therefore our 
Legiſlature have lately thought worthy 
their Notice. : 
B I ſhall 
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I ſhall not need to point out the al- 
ready but too obvious Inconveniencies, 
by which Travellers are every where 
ſubject to many great and dangerous 
Difficulties. — The Nobility and Gentry 
are prevented in their Journeyings, which 
would otherwiſe promote the natural 
Circulation amongſt us (it being often 
impracticable for ſome of them to. viſit 
even their own Eſtates.) — The Farm- 
ers are overburthened and oppreſſed, and 
ſometimes ruined by the Wear and De- 
ſtruction of their Carriages and Horſes ; 
and when Providence 1s pleaſed to bleſs 
them with the moſt plentiful Harveſts, 
are under a Neceſſity of diminiſhing 
thoſe Benefits, by keeping much larger 
Teams, and more Carriages and Ser- 
vants for the getting them in, than they 
would otherwiſe have Occaſion for. — 
And when this is done, are not ſeldom 
diſappointed of the moſt beneficial Mar- 
kets, becauſe the Ways are unpaſſable 
thereto ; — many Lives are very fre- 
quently loſt, and the Inland Trade in 
general ſuffers every where by the ex- 
ceſſive Price of Carriage, and other 
Impediments and Hindrance in carrying 
on the ſame, occaſioned by the preſent 
Difficulty of Conveyance, even from one 
trading Town to another ; — and all this, 

| notwith- 
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notwithſtanding the immenſe Sums of 
Money yearly raiſed and paid by the 
Commiſſioners of the Turnpikes, and 
others Surveyors of the Highways for 
the Repairs thereof. | 
1 ſhall not preſume to think any of 

thoſe Gentlemen, who are Commiſſion- 
ers of the Turnpike Roads, detective, 
or in the leaſt blameable in Point of 
Duty or Management under their pre- 
ſent Powers, as I am of Opinion, much 
larger Revenues than they have the Di- 
rection of, would not be ſufficient, with- 
-out ſome further Regulations, to anſwer 
the intended Purpoſes, although a great 
deal leſs, under the following Propo- 
fals (ſhould they be carried into Execu- 
tion) would probably, in a very few 
Years, render the Roads every where 
„ſafe and eaſy, and pleaſant to the Tra- 
veller of any Denomination ; — would 
prevent the foregoing, and many other 
great and hazardous Inconveniencies 
E ſupport the Farmers and Tenants in 
general, — encourage and promote the 
Inland Trade, not only by leſſening the 
Price on the Carriage of Goods, but 
by the Patronage of the Nobility and 
Gentry, who would then 'be more fre- 
quently amongſt them ; — and make it 
delightful for Perſons of Diſtinction to

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travel, even in their own Country 
and it muſt be confeſſed, that if theſe 
can be obtained, many other great and 
valuable Events would naturally ariſe

Foregoing PROPOSALS, 
Tending to prove 


The N eceſſity and Utility thereof. 


HERE will be little Occaſion to 
point out the Utility of broader 
Wheels to all Carriages, almoſt every 
Gentleman, and very many Farmers, 
and others, being already ſo ſenſible 
thereof, that thoſe only are now uſed 
in Gardens, Lawns, and Parks, and in 
many Places on even the ploughed 
Lands and Grounds, for preventing thoſe 
very Miſchiefs we have ſo long juſtly 
complained of in our Roads, as well as 
| H for 
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Brief REMARKS 
for this further Reaſon, That the nar- 
row Kind, by their finking deep into 
the Lands, are therefore fo dificulely 
drawn, that the ſtrongeſt- Teams are 
ſcarce able to perform their neceſſary 
Work ; whilſt the broader Sort are not 
only more eaſily wrought with fewer 
Horſes and Servants, and leſs. Injury to 
the Ground, but paſs over more expe- 
ditiouſly, and, I had almoſt ſaid, more 


lightly thereon. 


And ſurely then, if in the fineſt 
Lawns and gravel Walks, and in the 
yet ſofter ploughed Lands, they are fo 
advantageouſly uſed, our Roads every 
where would alſo receive great Benefits 
therefrom ; as Rollers, levelling down 
the Ruts and Inequalities, and preſſing 
out therefrom the Water, which, not- 
withſtanding all the Contrivances hither- 
to made Uſe of for the draining it 
away, hath firſt filled and been ſtopped 
in the deep Ruts and Holes, and re- 
maining there, hath ſerved only to ſoften 


the Earth in ſuch Manner, as to qualify 


it for a yet deeper Impreſſion, whereby 


the Inconveniency has always been, and 


muſt ſtill continue increaſing (under the 
former Uſage) even although all ſuch 
Ruts were every Lear to be completely 
filled up; as the new Earth or Mate- 

rials 
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rials can ſcarce poſſibly ſo ſoon acquire 
a ſufficient Hardneſs, to refiſt the de- 
ſtructiyve Force of the firſt weighty 
Carriage with its narrow cutting Wheels, 
that may happen to paſs over it. 
And it may be worth remarking, 
what I have myſelf, and others likewiſe 
muſt, have often obſerved, of one of 
our ordinary Coal Carts paſſing on the 
Roads near London, That, on its Way, 
it has not only levelled, but alſo, at the 
fame Time, pretty ſufficiently rolled, or 
preſſed down, the Ruts of a greater 
Space in One half Hour, than Half-a- 
dozen Men, with their Spades, could 
have filled up in Six. | 

And this they are able to per- 
form, and frequently do, with upwards 
of Two Tons Weight, and only Three 
Horſes, notwithſtanding all the Diſad- 
vantages they at preſent labour under, 
of being drawn either with their Horſes 
paſſing in the very Ruts, where they 
are almoſt crippled, and a great deal of 
their Strength muſt be neceſſarily loſt 
for want of any tolerable Footing ; or 
otherwiſe with their Wheels in thoſe 
Ruts, and over the not lefs formidable 


Ridges or. Furrows thereof, which ſerve 


only as Walls or Banks for ſo many Im- 
pediments; and through all of which, 
IS 2 not 
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not being adapted to paſs between them, 
their ſaid Wheels muſt therefore in pai- 
fing firſt make the Road over which they 
are to go. 

It has been indeed, by ſome, lightly 
objected only, 


Fir, That the additional Weight of 
ſuch Wheels will be of conſiderable 
Conſequence: And, 


. Secondly, That, being broader on · the 
Surface of the Ground, they will na- 
turally, in their Way thereon, meet with 
many more of the looſer Stones and 


Pebbles, which, thoſe Objectors ſay, 


will be a Multiplication of fuch Hin- 
drances. Sk | : 


To the Firſt of theſe it may be an- 

ſwered, 

That, as any Wheel may be rolled 

over the Ground by its own Axis, with 
erhaps leſs than a Fourth Part of the 

Strength which would be required to 


draw the like Burden even on the 


ſmootheſt Ice, the very Weight of the 
Fellies and Spokes thereof, from the 
Center every Way, being aſſiſting thereto 
in its Rotation, in ſuch Manner, that a 
much leſs additional Strength would be 

; ſufficient 
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ſufficient to roll more than twice ſuch 
Weight : The Difference therefore, 
occaſioned by the Alteration therein 
propoſed, would alſo be proportionally 
of much leſs Conſequence than is at 
preſent, by ſuch Perſons, imagined ; 
even although there were to be no ad- 


ditional Burden allowed to be drawn, 


or other eventual Conveniencies to com- 
enſate it. ' 


And, that the major Part only of the 


Fellies of ſuch new-intended W heels, 
being required to be of any additional 
| Thickneſs or Breadth, the Spoke Edges 
thereof might be rounded off, or con- 
caved 1 in, to the Spokes, which, together 
with their N aves, might ſtill be made 
only of any reaſonable Strength or Sub- 
ſtance : They would not make any the 
leaſt diſagreeable Appearance; and even 
the additional Weight of ſuch Wheels 
would then be very little more than that 
of the broader Tiers thereof. 


And, to the Second Objection, 
That ſuch Impediments would not 
only then be more ſeldom to be met 
with *, but, when they were ſo, would, 
by the Weight of ſuch Carriages with 
x oc broader Wheels, be eaſily preſſed 
into,

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into, and even with, the Earth; as is 
the Caſe of all Gravel Walks, wherein, 
ſoon after they are laid with the rougheſt 
Gravel, and rolled, there is ſcarcely 
ever any looſe Stone of Conſequence to 
be found. | 
And to both of them, even ſuppoſing 
they could be deemed otherwiſe unan- 
ſwerable, or ſhould be admitted in all 
their ſtrongeſt Force ; 
They cannot, ſurely, be compared 
with that other Objection, of being 
drawn, as Carriages now are, through 
deep and miry Ways and Sloughs of 
their own Making, and oftentimes with 
their very Axel-trees, or the Naves ß 
their Wheels, upon the Ground. 
Neither is the Propoſal, That the 
Horſes of all Waggons and Carts (if 
more than Three of them) ſhould draw 
in Pairs, and abreaſt of each other, a 
Regulation of ſmall Importance, but 
fuck a one as will be found abſolutely 
neceſſary, and alſo productive of very | 
defirable Conſequences; for, by this 
Method, the Horſes paſſing in their re- 
ſpective Quarters or Paths over the broad 
Wheel Tracts, will not only greatly 
contribute to the general Deſign, by 
5 trampling down any flight Inequalities, 
and beating and conſolidating the Earth 
* | about 
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about them, but will alſo preſerve every 
where the neceflary good quartering 
Tracts for Coaches, Chariots, and other 


Carriages ; and the Nobility, Gentry, and 


others, will then be able to travel as u 
in any croſs or leſſer Roads, leading to 
any Place, or in any croſs Country 
Journeys whitherſoever they may have 
Occaſion to go, as in the greater Roads, 
and with equal Eaſe and Safety. 

They will not then be under the diſ- 


agreeable Neceſſity which they have hi- 
therto been, of ſometimes travelling even 


Scores of Miles about to their Journey's 
End; would be more frequently tempt- 
ed to make Country Excurſions, and 
viſit oftener their own Eſtates ; and the 


very Villages, and Farmers and Tenants 


every where, would flouriſh, and be- 
come greatly benefited thereby. 
And it is alſo a Method the rather 


defirable, even by the Waggon Owners, 


as it is hardly a Queſtion, Whether Six 
Horſes would not be able to draw a 
greater Weight in this Manner, than in 
their longer Traces before each other ; 
it being moſt apparent, that at leaſt at 
every Off-ſet, Ki 
Carla have pulled their Strain before 
the foremoſt can have ſettled themſelves 
to their Harneſs ; 'and that, whilſt any

e neareſt Horſes to the 
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Brief REMARKS 

Part of any of their Traces are the leaſt 
ſlackened, as many of the Horſes as are 
before ſuch Part are not of the leaſt 
Service; and, in Pairs abreaſt in double 
"Shafts, or even with a Pole, it is hard- 
poſſible, with any ſkilful Driver, that 
the Strength of more than One Horſe 
ſhould be, at any one Time, loſt for 
being then nearer to the Carriage, and 
their Traces divided into leſs than ſepa- 
rate half Lengths, the Horſes will be in 
a greater Meaſure independent on each 
other, and alſo more under the Eye of 
the Driver; who may either drive them 
from a Seat befgre the Waggon, with 
the Aſſiſtance of a Poſtillion Boy only, 
or.otherwiſe on Foot, when he likes beſt 

ſo to do. | | 
It would be indeed impracticable to 
travel, in many Places, in this Manner, 
as the Roads' now are, with their nar- 
row Wheels ; becauſe, by this Means, 
the Horſes, being to- paſs over, upon, 
or near, the deep Ruts, where they can 
have no ſolid or level Ground to bear 
upon, would be continually blundering 
and ſtumbling, and oftentimes tumbling 
into or upon ſuch Ruts, in ſuch Man- 
ner, as that, if they were not often 
thereby lamed or crippled, they would 
be frequently at leaſt either foundered, 
or

or ſo ſoon tired with the Fatigue, as to 
be rendered unable to perform any con- 
ſiderable Journey. 
And, on the other hand, with the 
Aſſiſtance of the broader Wheels, which, 
inſtead of creating any ſuch material In- 
conveniencies, would rather, as Rollers, 
prevent them : They would even them- 
ſelves, by their beating and trampling 
the Ground in their reſpective Quarters, 
as aforeſaid, not a little contribute to re- 
move any light Impediments. 

Their reſpective Paths would be then 
every Where plain and ſolid to bear upon, 
and leſs liable to the Annoyances which 
even ſuch Waggon Horſes are at pre- 
ſent ſubject to, by the * Falling of 
the looſe Earth, and Stones, and Flints, 
from the lofty Ridges or Furrows of 
the Ruts into their Paths, by which 
they are often lamed, or hurt in their 
Feet; and which, ir the Roads were 
more even, and firmer bound, would 
much ſeldomer be met with. 

And the Waters then every where 
paſſing off without any Hindrance, as 
from a Plane to the lower Grounds and 
Ditches, would leave the Roads, in all

and Winds, whereby they would, even

Brief REMARKS 
after the greateſt Floods, be ſoon ſo ſuf- 
ficiently hardened, as not eaſily to re- 
ceive any material Prejudice from the 


moſt weighty broad-wheeled Carriage 
that may have Occaſion to paſs over them 


in Manner aforeſaid. 


But it is hardly conceivable, by Per- 
ſons not uſed to travelling, that the 
Space or Diſtance between our Ruts or 
Wheel Tracts, deep as they now are, 


even near London, is very uncertain, 


and that, in Places more remote, they 
vary (if I am informed aright) to Five, 
Six, Seven, or Eight Inches, and ſome- 
times more ; inſomuch, that many Per- 
ſons are under a Neceſſity of contriving 
their leſſer or light Carriages (which 


only can be fo contrived) in ſuch Man- 


ner, as that the Wheels thereof may be 
let out wider, or taken in narrower, oc- 
caſionally; and this muſt often be done 
at uncertain Times in a Journey, thro 
many deep, dirty, and even then very 
dangerous Roads: — A Contrivance, in 
itſelf, attended with a great many ha- 
zardous Inconveniencies to thoſe lighter 
Carriages, in which many reputable 
People have only an Opportunity of 
travelling, and abſolutely impracticable 
to thoſe of any greater Conſequence. 


Thoſe 
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_ Thoſe Carriers therefore, and other 
Perſons, whoſe Journeyings are in dif- 
ferent and remote Places, 2 not only 
theſe almoſt inſuperable Difficulties to 
encounter with, by which they are liable 
to Delays or Hindrance, and very ter- 
rible Accidents, but the Roads alſo them- 
ſelves are ſo unequally damaged, and 
torn up and injured, as that in many 
Places, and of the great Roads too, they 


are already become almoſt unpaſſable; 


and muſt, I fear, unleſs ſome timely 
Stop can be put unto theſe growing 
Mi-hicfs, be at laſt every where abſo- 
lutely ruined, 

If it ſhould be objected, That ſuch 
Alterations will unavoidably occaſion a 
firſt great Expence to the Farmers and 
others, who are herein before admitted 
already to be ſcarce able to ſupport them- 
ſelves under their preſent Outgoings; 
myſelf, who am, in their Behalf, as 
tender, in that Reſpect, as any one can 
be, beg Leave to obſerve, 

That the Vehicles themſelves, as they 
are at preſent uſed, will ſtill very effec- 
tually anſwer all their intended Pur- 
es, and will not, therefore, need any 

the leaſt Alteration or Expence to them 
whatſoever ; the Wheels only and their 
Axel-trees, with a Splinter-bar and Pole, 

I 2 or 
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or a dividing Shaft between the other 


two, which may only be placed wider 
apart (and will then do again as well as 
any new ones) being all wherein any Al- 
teration is required; and the Furniture 


For the Horſes will then likewiſe be al- 


moſt exactly the ſame as hitherto. 


The trifling Expence, therefore, which 


it is apparent can only be hereby occa- 


ſioned, will be ſoon moſt amply recom- 
penſed, as well for the before-mention- 


ed Reaſons, as becauſe of the Strength 


of ſuch broader Wheels, which may be 
then made of almoſt any Wood, and 
which, by the laſting Wear thereof, 
would be more than adequate to any 


reaſonable Advance of Price for them; 
and all Perſons would be at Liberty to 


build their future new Vehicles in ſuch 


Manner as they liked beſt. 


Coaches, Chariots, and Carriages of 
all Sorts for the Accommodation of Paſ- 
ſengers, might then be made wider, and 
more commodious, for the Eaſe and 
8383 or Advantage, of their 


their Wheels might alſo be 


made with handſome turned Spokes, 
which 'the preſent narrow ones will 
ſcarcely admit of, and which, notwith- 
ſtanding their additional Stren oth, where- 


by, and by the additional Width or Diſ- 
tance © 
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tance between them, many Accidents of 
Overturnings and Breakings-down would 


alſo be avoided, and many Miſchiefs 
thereby prevented; — would be ſo far 


from the leaſt Deformity, that they 


would, on the contrary, add conſider- 
able Beauty to every ſuch Machine ; and 
the additional Expence alſo of theſe 
would be more than ſaved by the Time 
of the Wear thereof. 

Not only the Roads, but the paved 
Streets of Towns alſo, every where, 
would receive rather Advantage than 
Prejudice by the Carriages of all Sorts 
rolling over them; and Travellers on 
Horſeback likewiſe might then ſafely 
paſs along, who, hitherto, by the plung- 
ing of their Horſes into the deep Ruts 
and Holes, and broken Places and Pave- 
ments, in our Roads and Streets, have 
been very frequently thrown, to the 
manifeſt Hazard, and ſometimes Loſs, 
of their Lives or Limbs, and of their 
Horſes alſo. 

Our Inhabitants would then alſo be 
at much leſs Charge or Expences for 
the Repairs of their reſpective Pave- 
ments; and the Turnpike ' Tolls, and 
other Rates, Duties, and Services, for 
the Repairs of the Roads and Highways, 


would, 


G1 
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would, in a very few Years; be con- 
ſiderably diminiſhed. 

Leſs, I apprehend, may ſuffice on 
the Pro apa for widening the Roads 
where —.— and practicable; the 
Expediency whereof is now fo generally 
known, and has been found ſo uſeful 
for many Reaſons, that many of the 
narrow Parts, in moſt of the high Roads 
in the Kingdom, have lately — Wi- 
dened, others ſtill are widening, and 
Applications are now almoſt daily made 
to Parliament, from different Counties 
and Places, for Powers to enlarge and 
widen yet more of them. 

Add to theſe, therefore, here only the 
following, which, amongſt other Bene- 
fits (under ſuch new Regulations) would 
naturally ariſe therefrom. 

By the two ſeveral Tracts or Paſſages 


therein, the Carriages being then alſo to 


draw always on the left-hand Side, in 
ſuch Manner as to paſs and repaſs in 
different Tracts, thoſe Paſſages would be 
each of them only. half worn, and both of 
them would require much leſs Amend- 


ments than the preſent one only; as 


they would reſpectively have more Time 


to harden and dry, over and beſides the 


Spaciouſneſs of the Road, which, by a 
freer Admiſſion of the Sun, Air, and 
Winds, 
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Winds, would very greatly contribute 
thereto; whereas, on the other hand, 
it is obſervable, IT, 

That the weightieſt Waggons now 
conſtantly travel backwards and for- 


wards in the ſame Tract, grinding upon, 


and wearing and tearing up, the Ruts 
thereof, without Intermiſfon, and with 
their narrow Wheels cutting them yet 
deeper in the very Middle of ſuch Roads, 
to the great Annoyance of any other of 
the Carriages for whom only ſuch Roads 
are paſſable, and of each other, when 
they happen to meet therein. 
Being then both of them obliged to 


ſubmit to the Hazards and Delay of 


drawing down to the lower Sides of ſuch 
Roads (which are now never mended, 
or thought of) or into the very Ditches, 
if there be, at any Rate, room to paſs 
by each other at all; or otherwiſe one 
of them at leaſt muſt, with the greateſt 
Difficulty, be drawn back again by the 
hinder Parts thereof, until they find a 
Space wide enough to enable them to 
do-io. 5 4 q | 
All of which Inconveniencies might, 
if the Roads were ſo widened in all the 
practicable Parts thereof, be avoided, 
ſave only in thoſe few Places where it 
gannot be effected (and which would 
ES; not 
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not then be of any conſiderable Length 


or Conſequence) by the Aſſiſtance of 
the other propoſed Rules or Methods of 
travelling thereon. 

In the Conſideration of which ſaid 
other propoſed Rules or Methods of 
Travelling, I need only appeal to the 


Remembrance of almoſt all Perſons, 


how great are the Inconveniencies and 
Dangers, and how miſchievous the 
Events, when two Carriages meet, or 


drive, or Horſemen ride, againſt each 


other in the Night Seaſon, or even in 
the Day-time, which very frequently 
happens; and then ſuch Carriages, how- 
ſoever weighty or heavy laden, are 
obliged to quit, with Difficulty enough, 

their former Tracts, to paſs, tearing up 
the Ground to crolk the Ruts, and their 
Ridges or Furrows, which are propor- 
tionable thereto, and almoſt equally dan- 
gerous; breaking and deſtroying their 
Wheels, Axel- trees, and Harneſs, often- 
times overturning, to the Damage of the 


Goods therein, great Hurt to, and per- 


Haps the Loſs of, the Lives of Paſſen- 
gers, and the overſtraining, or ſpoil- 
ing, or rendering uſeleſs, many Ap 
Horſes. 


And all theſe likewiſe, under che pro-

for the future, avoided ; they would 
then very ſeldom meet at all; and, when 
they happened at any Time to do fo, 
would have no ſuch deep and terrible 
Ruts to encounter with. 

It is alfo further propoſed, That Way- 
poſts ſhould be erected at the Ends of 


all the Croſs-roads and Turnings be- 


tween the Villages, &c. with Directions 
thereon through what Places fuch Ways 
lead to the next Market-Town, and the 


Diſtance alſo thereto ; the Uſe and In- 
tent whereof is too obvious to require 


much Explanation. 

For the Want of ſuch has already been, 
no doubt, univerſally felt. Coaches, 
with ehidic Companies, have been often 
forced to wait at the Appearance of 
Two or Three ſuch Turnings, whilſt 
they have ſent their Servants little Jour- 
neys up the reſpective uncertain Ways, 
only to enquire which of them ought 
to be purſued. 

The weary Traveller on Horſeback, 
unacquainted with the Roads, is alſo 
obliged daily to ſubmit to many vexa- 
tious Diſappointments and Delays, in 
Lanes and on Commons, where there 
are many ſuch Turnings far diſtant from 
the leaſt Poſſibility of any Information. 
Ile is often at a Loſs which Path to 
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go into. — Sometimes driven back again 
ſeveral Miles for Direction, or muſt 
otherwiſe, at a Venture, chuſe that 
wherein he is led perhaps more out of 


his Way.— By Means whereof he is 


very frequently delayed until benighted, 
and is thereby under the Mortification 
of being liable even to worſe Accidents. 
By the Ignorance, and ſometimes 
Wilfulneſs, of caſual Directors, many 
perplexing Uncertainties are likewiſe oc- 
caſioned; and another material Incon- 
veniency alſo it is, That, by the Cor- 
ruption of Words, many Places are un- 
known, even in their own Neighbour- 
hoods, by the true Names thereof. 

And, by the unerring Directions of 
ſuch Way-poſts, Travellers would not 
only then be informed of the Ways by 
which they were to paſy, on their re- 
ſpective Journeys, but alſo of the true 
Diſtance they had to go, and would be 
thereby fortified with a Patience ſuit- 
able thereto. - „ 

And, in general, by preventing or 


avoiding all the before- mentioned ha- 


zardous Inconveniencies, Impediments, 


and Hinderances, and by the Improve- 


ment of the Face of the Roads in all 


Places, which, I conceive, with leſs 


than One Halt of the Expence and La- 


bour 


and CONSTDER ATIONS, &c. 
bour that hath been hitherto beſtowed 
on them in Amendments, may eaſily, 
under the foregoing Directions, in a 
very few Years, be rendered as a de- 
lightful Plane, unannoyed by ſo much 
Mire or Duſt as they now are in the 
Winter and Summer Seaſons. 

Not only Waggons, Carts, and other 
heavy Carriages, but alſo Coaches, Cha- 
riots; Chaiſes, and all other Convenien- 
cies, and Horſemen, will be then able 
to paſs every where with Eaſe and Se- 
curity : Thoſe Families which, in Places 
remote from the-great Roads, are now 
under the Neceſlity of being almoſt 
Strangers (on Account of the unpaſſable 
State of their Highways) to each other, 
will have a free and eaſy Communica- 
tion, by even the Croſs- roads, in their 
Coaches, and Travelling will become, 
inſtead of fatiguing, as it now is, to all 
Perſons, rather inviting.— Journeys may 
then be performed, and Goods and Mer- 
chandizes conveyed more expeditiouſly ; 
and, over and beſides all the before- 
mentioned Advantages, many other great 
and valuable Benefits will naturally re- 
ſult to the whole Kingdom there- 
from; ©: | 
And foraſmuch as it is apparent, that 
the executive Part of ſome of our moſt 
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beneficial Laws, being in the Hands of 
many Perſons, without any adequate 
Recompence for their Trouble which 
might be occaſioned thereby, are there- 
fore but too tardily, and, by many of 
thoſe Perſons, not at all attended to; 
and although it muſt be admitted, that 
the Commiſſioners of the Turnpike 
Roads have done even Wonders in the 
Performance of their Truſts within 
their Diſtricts; yet, becauſe it cannot 
be expected to 2 
Care on the Parts of all the other Sur- 
veyors of Highways, whoſe other Avo- 
cations prompt them to leſs Diligence 
therein. 


I have, therefore, for the more cer- 


tain and effectual enforcing not only 
theſe, but alſo all the former Laws, re- 
lating to Highways, and carrying them 
into Execution, thought it neceflary 
further to oe one general Surveyor 


or Superviſor over all the publick Roads 


and Highways in every County; whoſe 
particular Duty and Intereſt alſo it will 
then be, from time to time, to ſurvey 
His ſaid Roads, and to ſuperintend, and 
direct, and enforce, the doing any ne- 


ceſſary defective Repairs therein, in ſuch 


Manner nevertheleſs, as that the Ap- 
pointment of ſuch Officer will not 2 2 
| | iſ- 


nd equal Abilities and

diſcharge any ſuch other Surveyors of 
any Part of the preſent Duties of their 
reſpective Offices, nor from any of the 
Penalties to which they are, or may be, 
by any of the preſent Laws, liable for 
any Neglects therein; and ſo alſo as 
that ſuch general Surveyors will be like- 
wiſe puniſhable, by Removal, for any 
Partiality, either to Perſons or Places, 
after Notice ſhall have been given him 
of any ſuch Defects, by Two Juſtices 
of the Peace, in Manner as in the ſaid 
Propoſals more at large is mentioned. 
By Reaſon whereof ſuch other Sur- 
veyors mult alſo then be, in their re- 
ſpective Duties at leaſt, as diligent as 
they now are, notwithſtanding any ac- 
cidental Overſight of their faid Sur- 
veyor-general; and the Juſtices will 
likewiſe be ſufficiently impowered to 


compel even him to the moſt effectual 5 


Execution of his ſaid Office; and all of 
this without the leaſt Diminution of, or 


Prejudice to, any of the preſent Autho- 


rities or Powers with which they are 
already inveſted. 
And, that he ſhall be paid a compe- 
tent Salary for his ſaid Trouble, and 
alſo a further yearly Sum for neceſſary 


_ Horſes, Servants, and travelling Ex- 
pences, to enable him ſufficiently to 
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execute his faid Duty therein, by a pro- 


portionable Rate for that Purpoſe on the 
whole County, upon which it cannot 
then be any conſiderable Burden ; and 
the rather ſo, as I conceive it will be 
many Times over amply recompenſed 
by the other Conſiderations and Savings 
before-mentioned. 

And in like Manner alſo, for defray- 
ing the Expence of purchaſing neceſ- 
fary Lands to enlarge the Highways ; if 
it ſhould be judged more eligible than 
according to the foregoing Propoſals, 
thoſe alſo may be otherwiſe raiſed by 
33 County Rates adequate to the 

eceſſities thereof, and collected into 
the Hands of a general Receiver for 
that Purpoſe appointed; to be by him 

id out in ſuch Sums to the Owners 
of ſuch Lands, or in ſuch Manner, as 
in or by the before- mentioned Orders, 


or Decrees of Seſſions, ſhall be reſpec- 


tively for that Purpoſe mentioned and 


directed. 


The Remainder of the ſaid Plan ot

fit to reduce the before-mentioned, or 
any of them, into an effectual Law. 

And thoſe, therefore, I ſhall only, 
with all due Deference, ſubmit (toge- 
ther alſo with the reſt of the faid Plan 
or Propoſals) to the Conſideration of our 
Legiſlature; to be by them either re- 
jected or varied, altered or amended, 
and reduced into the neceſſary Form of 
an Act, in ſuch Manner as they, in 
their great Wiſdom, ſhall think fit. 

Concluding only for myſelf, that if 
hereby I am ſo fortunate as to have 
contributed ought for my Country's Be- 
nefit, I ſhall receive infinite Satisfac- 
tion for any Pains I may have taken 
therein. 
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
